BURIED FAR FROM HOME. 



Cenotaph of tb* Aiitbor of "Home. Sweet 
Home," at Tunis 



One of the strangest sights in the strange 
town of Tunis Is the old Christian cemetery. 
Few American tourists fall to visit It, and none 
leave it without a look at the grave of the 
author of "Home, Sweet Home." 

Just off a busy thoroughfare, under an an- 
cient archway, is a heavy wooden gate, much 
worn by the lapse of time, thickly studded 
with fantastic nails and provided with a pro- 
digious knocker. The latter, however, Is not 
needed, for the gate yields to an energetic 
push, and you find yourself in a large walled 
lnclosure, half garden, half graveyard, where 
an Italian woman Is hanging out clothes 
among the gaunt white tombs. It Is twelve 
years since anyone ba* been burled here, and 
look neglected. The 
now outside the walls and 
Its guardian told me that many people came 

American poet" or "an American Consul," 
and be had to send them to the old graveyard. 
The monument In iiuestlonls that of the au- 
thor of "Home, Sweet Home," and it bears tbe 
following inscription upon its sides: 

"In memory of John Howard Payee, author 
of 'Home, Sweet Home.' Born' June V. 1TV1; 
died April 9. 1W>2. Erected A. D. 1SS5." 

I'nder tbe American asms, tbe eagle sur- 
mounted by the motto, "E Hluribus Unum." 
are the words: "Died at the American Consu- 
late In Tunis. Aged DO years and Ifl months." 

In the tomb beneath this atone the poet's 
remains lay burled for thirty years. On Jan- 
uarys, 1888, they were disinterred and taken 
away to bis native land, where they received 
the honor and final burial In the cityofWasii- 
Ington, June 9. 1W8. 

There is a certain appropriateness about the 
fact that the author of the exile's most pa- 
thetio anthem should have died so many 
thousand miles away from home. There are 
other graves in tbe cemetery, some of them 
with quaint Inscriptions. James Dodge, an 
American charge d' affaire, who died at Tunis 
In 18U6, haa thia piece of doggerel on hla slab: 

A wit's a feather, and a^ehlef's a

Paris, Oct. 16.— A long and vague
